RE PORT OF COMMITTEE TO STUDY REVISION OF THE BY-LAWS : 

The Committee has finished its work and plans to submit 
amended By-Laws at the regular meeting in September. 

The response to the request for suggestions and critic- 
isms that appeared in the July bulletin was very disap- 
pointing to the Committee. Due to the apparent lack of 
interest on the part of most of the membership, we are 
not including the revisions with this bulletin. All 
members who answered our appeal for assistance will 
receive a copy of the revisions as will any other 
members interested enough to write for a copy of them. 

The area of revisions is summarized below: 

Article II - Added: h. The organization shall issue a 

periodical publication to all members in good standing. 

Article III - Section 2: This has been expanded by 

outlining all procedures to be followed in acceptance 
or rejection of applications for membership and the 
expulsion of members who have charges brought against 
them. 

Article III - Section 3, 4 and 5: These sections have 

been reworded and portions deleted. 

Article IV: Section la. changed to allow all Past 

Presidents to sit on the Board of Governors. Sections 
lb. and lc. are expanded to better cover the duties of 
the Officers of the organization.

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Article IV, Section 2. and 3.: Wording changed but no major revision. 

Section 5. changed in that only the President and Vice-President 
cannot succeed themselves in office. All other officers and iaff 
can be re-elected or re-appointed to the same office or staff job. 

Article V - Dues: This section has a -major change inasmuch as it 

allows the Board of Governors to set the dues for each calendar year. 
Their- recommendations must be published in the October publication 
and ratified by the members present at the November meeting. 

Also outlined is a change in the dues paid after July 1st of each 
year, slight changes in handling of members in arrears and a change in 
when members in arrears are to be dropped from the membership rolls. 

Article VI - Auctions: Changed to read as follows: 

'Section 1. Auctions shall be conducted as scheduled by the Program 
Committee or as directed by the Board of Governors. 

Section 2. The rules for the conduct of the auctions, as established

The following plea for assistance was received from Member David A. 
Markgraf . Anyone feeling they can be of assistance should contact 
David or Professor Gordus. 

"I am currently working with Professor Adon A. Gordus, Department of 
Chemistry, The University of Michigan, Ann Arbor, Michigan 48104, who 
is using neutron activation analysis to determine the percentage of 
silver in my Umayyad dirhams. This procedure is accomplished without 
harm to the coins. He is using the data obtained to graph the eco- 
nomic history of the Umayyad Caliphate. Professor Gordus has asked 
me to supply him with names of any collectors of Umayyad or Abbasid 
coins who might be interested in supplying him with additional coins. 
Anyone interested should either contact me or Professor Gordus 
directly. 

I am also working on a project of my own and I would like to request 
information on Umayyad dirhams minted in the year 126 A.H. I need 
any of the following: the loan of the coin or coins, or a photo of 

both obverse and reverse plus weight, or an accurate description of 
both obverse and reverse plus weight. Three different Caliphs ruled 
during this year and I am trying to compile a complete (as possible) 
analysis of coins 'of this year to determine if Lane-Poole’s theory 
that the annulets were a code is correct."

CHINA, Republic: No. A52. A twenty-cash coin of the "Tientsin-Type" 
esigned by L, Giorgi* Similar to #50, but larger and with larger 
denominations. English legend replaces the Chinese legend on the 
obverse, bottom. Copper Alloy. Issued circa 1917. Listed in 
Moshniagun and Zhuk, "Coins. ...of Asia & Africa, 19th-20th Century", 
No. 367. This is a new Russian language catalog. The coin was 
submitted by Holland Wallace. 

\ N ?* ^ 1 ^ > ‘ ^ brass struck one-cash coin of Hsuan T'ung era 

1 1909-11 J in imitation of the style of the Kwangtung provincial issue. 
Reverse is illustrated in Code's "Coins in China's History", page 
57. Coin rubbing was submitted by Raymond Hu. 

SZECHUAN: No. (no number applied). Brass struck coin of Chengtu, 

Szechuan. Dies were made at _ Philadelphia but were damaged enroute 
to Chengtu, circa 1898. It is not known if any coins were actually 
struck in Chengtu. Rubbing from the collection of Howland F. Bowker, 
who obtained the specimen from Ferracute & Co., New Jersey, who 
supplied the dies and machinery to Chengtu. This information was 
submitted by Darwin Gregory. 

HUPEH: No. la. A die for a struck brass coin was also supplied to 

Wuchang, Hupeh by the Ferracute company, but -was not unloaded with 
the mint machinery. The impatient Wuchang officials prepared their 
own dies and began turning out one-cash coins in lesser diameter. 
Presumably the original Philadelphia dies were later used as well, for 
I am told that both sizes are extant. Rubbings from H. F. Bowker 
were submitted by Darwin Gregory.
